Toronto, March 31.—The Provincial 
Goard of Mealth bas prepared ‘a clr 
fular regarding the smallpox out- 
wlahd and bealth authorities ‘through. 
out the province. The circular tells 
bt the way to diagnose the present 
kind of mmallpox so prevalent in some 
Aistricta, Cuts of patients in the 
different ategen of the disease are 
given and (hese will undoubtedly. be 
of value, The symptoms which pre- 
wede the disoaae are given at some 
length, The following are given as 
the chief diagnostic features of small- 
pox ; 


1. ‘A prodromal period of more than 
24 boura with beaginche, pain in the 


beck and vomit ing 
3. The rapid tement of - prod- 


roma) fever and malaise after 24 boura 
and unl the appearance of the seo- 
ondary eruption, 

3. A primary erythematous erup- 
tion or’ reab, ally covering the 
abdomen, : 

4. The appearance on the third day 
fram onset of the jar eruption 
with its firm shbot-like feeling, and 
tho pendency: of the eruption to ap- 
posr especially on exposed surfaces, 
as {ace and wrists, natably on fore- 
bead and abomt nose and lips along 
with an inzreass of temporature.

United States Population Them Was 
+ Lease Than 4,000,000, 

When the frst ‘census of the United 
Staten was taken tn 1700, there were 16 
states and the southwest and north- 
west territories, The returns fixed the 
population at 3,029,214, while those of 
1000 give over 70,000,000, a fourteen: 
fold growth in 110 scars, 

In. the ‘Orst census nothing was 
sought but the number of inhabitants, 
aud the task was assigned to United 
Btates marshals, who performed the 
work for several censuses, In the cen- 
sus Ubrary is a record of the Orst cen- 
sus, which shows that-the census of 
1700 was ordered In March and com- 
pleted by October, 1701, a very ereditay 
ble showlog when the difficulty of com- 
munication ts considered. The popula- 
tion was divided Into five classes—free 
white males of 16 scars and upward, 
inclodlag heads of families; free white 
fe.oales, including beads of families; 
free white males under 16 ycara, other 
persons, slares. Fourteen coumeration 


districts were. mapped out of the 16 


statea and the population of the towns, 
counties and states given. All of the 
states except Malne and Massachusetts 
had slaves. Virginia led with a popu 
lation of 747,610 whites: and 292,00 
slaves, - North Carolina was second 
with 393,751 whites and 100,000 slarcs 
Maryland bad « population of 422,756, 
of which 103,000 wrere slates, Tho slare 
population of the vortbern estates ts 
given as follows: 

New Hampahire, 158; Rhode Island

This surplus of revenuo over ex- 
penditure should be treated in one of 
two ways: It should go either to 
Teduce the _ taxes, or to reduce the 
debt of the country. 

What indication Sas the Finance 
Minister given us In this budget that 
he has treated this surplus in either 
of these ways?. He has spent with a 
free hand. He has not been able to 
show us a decrease in the net debt 
of the country; but, on the contrary, 
{fn the last four years be has increas 
ed the debt to the extent of £6,900,- 
000, notwithstanding the enormous 
increase of revenue which he has had 
at his disposal. 

The hon. gentleman boanta of the 
increaned trade of this country with 
Great Feitaio. He was asked how 
the exports of the United Staten to 
Great Britain stood..The exports 
from the United States to Great 
Britain show an average Increase in 
the last four yeara of $105,000,000 
a year. Naturally, our imports
